CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) - The 
astronauts have had their share of pestering 
problems on their wcekiongspQcefUght. 

The list includes a clogged toilet and a lemonade 
spill that apparently sent sticky yellow globs 
' noatlng around their cabin. 
■ "It's the simple things in life that f,et you," 
commander Jack Lousma said when a lemonade 
container broke and "caused a mess" all over the 
"downstairs" section of the cabin. 

Tlic most serious trouble for Lousma and Gordon 
Fullerton was a balky radio system but there was 
no loss of vital Infonnatlon and the aslronsuts were 
able to communicate with ihlsslPQ iontrol and tbey 
still had the necessary backup qistems to allow the 
night to continue. 

The problem Involved two receiver-transmitter 
unlt^aboard the Columbia, each with two levels. 

The lower>power shuttle-to-Earth segment of one 
D( the imits, called a transponder, failed. Then, both 
the high- and low-power downward transmission 



units went on the blink 00 the second unit twoort>lts 

later. 

The problems started with bad weather at the 
prime landing site at "Edwards Air Force Base. 
Calif. ■■ ■ 

Then shortly after launch last Monday, the pilots 
experienced a few anxious momenta when one of 
Uic ship's three hydraulic power unitJRpvertiealed. 
They turned the unit off early. It was turned on 
attain In a brief test Sunday and worked normally. 

Then on Tuesday, the astronauts encountered a 
numtwr of minor problems, including a clogged 
commode. But the problem was remedied when 
■tcchniclons told the astronauts to switch the solid 
waste processor's motor to slow speed. 

It also was discovered Tuesday that about three 
dozen ceramic tiles were damaged or ripped off the 
spaceship during tbe launch. NASA experts said 
the damage was slight and would-pose no danger to 
the astronauts during re^nlty. 

The ship's nitrogen system — used to mix with"' 
oxygen for breathing air — developed a small leak 



around 



early In the misston, but it was not serious. The 
Columbia had plenty of nltn^cn. to finish the 
mission. 

. Other problems aboard the Columbia included 
two malf untiioning TV cameras. Four latches on a_ 
payload Imy door 'jammed when the dilp was 
subjected to extreme cold but worked when the 
doors were placed In the sun. 

The spacemen also complained of a radio static 
In their hcadfdioncs when Ihc Columbia passed 
over southern Asia in the evenings, but the experts 
never determined what caused the buzzing noise. 

One of the ^acc shuttle's sun-watching Instru- 
ments suffered a jammed lens filter before II could 
observe the sun, but a second solar gazer worked 
normally and gathered valuable Information from 
Its vantage point above the atmosphere, which 
screens out most solar radiation from ground 
observatories. 

One of two scientific data recorders failed but the 
other worked normally and there was no loss of 
Information.

Haig outlines conditions for Salvador aid 




WASHINGTON tUPI) - Socrclary 
of State .Mexandcr Haig said Sunday 
that U.S. aid to El Salvador is lied

Cranstgri sa ys nuclear wear could end'tife 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - A nuclear 
war between the United States and the 
Soviet Union could wipe out all human 
life — more than 3.6 billion people — 
In the Northern Hemisphere, Sen. ■ 
Alan Cranston, D-Callf., said Sunday. 

"Total -U.S.-U.S.S.R. nuclear war 
could not only mean the death of 
everyone in both countries, but of 
every Innocent bystander Inhabiting 
the northern hemisphere," he said in 
0 speech prepared for delivery in New 
-York-at-fl- forclgn-pollcy-conferenco- 
sponsored by Rep. Ted Weiss, D-N.Y., 
at Columbia University. 
The assistant Senate D <;>nocra t ic ,. 
sata he was basing his dire 
conclusion on talks with numerous 



scientists. 

While an all-out nuclear war be- 
tween the United States and the Soviet 
Union could wipe out the mora than 80 
percent of the world's population that 
lives north of the equator, he said, all 
those living below It would also not go- 
, unharmed. 

His discussions with scientists, he 
said, convince him that millions of 
people living In the' southern hemi- 
sphere would also "probably die from 
-thaQffccts offallout." 



Cranston, who is exploring the Idea 
of running for president in 1984, said 
jhyre also Is "a wldelyJipm viawii. 
among scientists that a nuclear war 
could wipe out the entire human race. 



"That nuclear war could mean 
human annihilation cannot be proved, 
but it also cannot be disproved," he 
said. 

Most scientists with whom he has 
talked believe there might be some 
human '"'survivors of a nuclear 
holocaust but "not necessarily In the 
United States or the Soviet Union," 
Cranston sold. 

He said there was an urgent need

Soviet nuclear arsenals and "im- 
mediate, dedicated, persvcring ncgo- 
tiatloMjQr.flifnlr.bTilRncgd,.verif' " " " 
arms agreement."

WASHINGTON (UPl) - U.S. embassies 
around the world have been alerted to a wave of 
sophisticated forgeries of U.S. documents from 
the Soviet Union, East Germany and 
CzcchosIovoMa. 

The Increased number of wcll-donc forgeries 
coincides wllh strained U.S. relations with 
European allies and-la-deslgncd-to further 
aggravale those difficulties and to creale 
personal enmity between foreign leaders and the 
Untied Stales, according to thewaming. 

The forgery alert was sent to U,S. embassies 
by the U.S. Inlcmntlonal CommunicnUon" 
Agency ln,a "research rctxirt." 

The report says that since 1975 the number of 
forgeries coming from the Soviet Union, East 
Germany and Czecboslovaida has doubled and 
that (he pfaoity documents are getting better as

The "Field Manual" Js manufactured lo pive 
the Impression that U.S. military pcrsonncl-aro 
given standing Instructions on how lo subvert 
allied officials, and to spy on any group which Is 
not friendly to U.S. foreign policy. 

Another example cited in the book Is the 
transcript of a a 1978 "inleiailew" with Vice- 
President Waiter Mondalc with a non-cxlslcnt 
news agency. 

The Interview, which gains credibliiy by being 
critical of the Soviet Union, was designed lo 
antagonize Israeli prime minister Alcnachcm 
Begin and Egyptian president Anwar Sadat Just 
t>cfore the I978Camp david summit.

But such moments are far too rare In this work.

This short piece Is drawn with verve and wit. It Is a pity 
the rest of the phone book falls so far shori of its best 
passages.

Dr. Charles Donnelly says be and 
Dr. Howard Ronk of the Green Cross 
Ho^ital In Twin Falls recently began 
offering lower fees for spaying and 
neutering dogs and cats. ~

reduction^ and we are giving full 
service," Donnelly says. "We do not 
ask pet owners to take their pets home 
the same day as the surgery. We don't 
_t>el|eveln that. " 

lii addition, Green Cross Iffoffering- 
reduced fees to senior citizens who 
own pet s. Don nelly says senior citi- 
zens wlll'^el ffTO percent cut In all 
animal-care costs. 

Donnely says that with the con* 
tinued restraints on public funding for 
animal control, It has become obvious 
that the most effective means of 
slowing .animal population growth Is 
surgical sleHllzatlott of cats and dogs.
